GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

(i)  Laboratory  Facilities 

Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Northallerton.  A van  calls  once  a week  to  collect 
specimens. 

( ii)  Local  Services  under  Part  III  of  the  National  health  Service  Act.  1946 

The  day-to-day  administration  of  the  following  services  is  carried 
out  by  the  Ryedale  Local  Health  Sub-Committee  in  the  urban  districts  of 
Malton  and  Pickering,  and  the  rural  districts  of  Helmsley,  Kirbymoorside, 
Malton  and  Pickering.

Care  of  mothers  and  young  children 


Child  welfare  and  ante-natal  clinics  are  held  at  centres  in  the 
Ryedale  area. 

In  places  where  no  clinic  is  held  ante-natal  and  child  welfare 
services  are  carried  out  by  health  visitors  in  the  home. 

(b)  Midwifery.  Health  Visiting  and  Hone  Nursing 

Combined  duty  nurses  serving  16  districts  are  resident  in  the 
area. 

(c)  Ambulance  Service 

Ambulance  stations  at  Malton  and  Kirbymoorside  provide  this 
service. 

(d)  Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

Provision  is  made  for  primary  vaccination  against  diphtheria  at 
child  welfare  centres  but  the  greater  part  of  this  service  is 
carried  out  by  general  practitioners  in  their  surgeries  and 
in  the  home. 

(e)  Domestic  Help  Service 

This  service  provides  domestic  help,  at  a charge  dependent  on 
the  income  of  the  household,  in  homes  where  there  has  been  a 
confinement  or  ill-health  of  the  mother,  and  to  the  aged  and 
infirm.

Rural  Housing  Survey 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  continue  this  survey 
but,  although  a number  of  houses  were  inspected  in  the  first 
half  of  the  year,  pressure  of  other  work  has  limited  the 
number  inspected  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  During 
the  year  127  houses  were  inspected,  bringing  the  total  now 
inspected  to  154.  As  reported  to  the  Council  in  August, 
indications  are  that  there  will  be  approximately  135  totally 
unfit  houses  in  the  district. 


Three  totally  unfit  houses  were  demolished  daring  the 
year  by  the  owners  but  as  the  houses  were  empty  no  persons 
were  displaced. 

Housing  Act  1949.  Improvement  Grants 

The  system  whereby  all  applications  for  grants  are 
considered  by  a sub-comnittee  which  then  report  to  the 
Housing  Committee  has  continued  throughout  the  year.  Seventeen 
applications  were  received  during  the  year,  of  which  five  were 
for  conversions  and  the  remaining  twelve  were  for  improvements. 
Of  these  fifteen  were  awarded  grants  totalling  £4,494>  one 
was  refused  and  there  was  one  awaiting  consideration. 
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An  application  which  had  been  refused  in  1954  was 
given  further  consideration  by  the  Council  and  a grant  of 
£200  was  awarded. 

Council  House  Programme 

During  the  year  twelve  houses  were  completed  by 
the  Council  of  which  there  were  four  2-bedroomed  type 
stone  built  houses  at  Nunnington  and  four  3-kecbroomed  and 
four  2_bedroomed  type  brick  houses  at  Station  Road,  Nawton, 
There  were  four  3 -be broomed  type  and  two  2-bedroomed  type 
brick  houses  under  construction  at  Queensway  and  four  3- 
bedroomed  and  four  2-bedroomed  type  brick  houses  under 
construction  at  Ryedale  Crescent. 

Only  one  dwelling  was  erected  privately  during  the 
year  but  eight  were  under  construction  by  private  individuals 
and  there  were  two  Police  Houses  in  course  of  erection.

The  Council  was  receiving  rent  from  113  dwellings  at 
the  end  of  1955. 


During  the  year  the  Council  carried  out  the  laying  of 
concrete  paths  along  the  rear  of  most  of  the  twenty- two 
houses  on  the  Ryedale  View  Estate.  All  these  houses  now 
have  satisfactory  paths  to  their  rear  doors  and  also  paths 
along  the  rear  of  the  houses  to  the  outbuildings. 

All  works  and  repairs  to  the  Council-owned  property 
in  this  area  are  carried  out  by  the  local  tradesmen  and  a 
total  of  £480  was  spent  during  the  year  on  housing  repairs 
and  renovation.  This  total  includes  £120  for  relaying 
concrete  footpaths  at  the  rear  of  the  Ryedale  View  houses. 
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Only  two  Nissen  Huts  remain  occupied  on  the  Vivers 
Camp  site  and  two  on  Wombleton  Aerodrome.  A scheme  was 
approved  during  the  year  to  provide  more  suitable  accommodation 
for  the  two  families  on  the  Vivers  Camp  site  and  it  is  hoped 
that  some  suitable  accommodation  will  be  found  for  the 
remaining  families  on  the  Wombleton  Aerodrome  site. 

FOOD  ADMINISTRATION 


(a)  Milk  Supply 

Four  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  retail  suppliers 
in  the  district  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 
All  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

( b ) Meat  and  Other  Foods 

■ The  inspection  of  meat  intended  for  human  consumption 
has  continued  at  the  six  privately  owned  slaughterhouses 
within  the  District.

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The  standard  of  cleanliness  at  the  Slaughterhouses 
has  improved  during  the  year' and  all  are  now  satsifactorily 
maintained. 

The  use  of  muslin  covers  and  the  storage  of  as  much 
meat  as  possible  in  Refrigerators  was  encouraged  during 
the  hot  summer  months  in  order  to  keep  flies  oS*  the  meat. 
This  is  a big  problem  where  limited  cold  storage 
facilities  are  available  but  it  was  pleasing  to  note  that 
the  Butchers  gave  the’  problem  much  attention. 

A 6 lb.  tin  of  corned  beef  was  condemned  as  being 
unfit  for  human  consumption  and  was  disposed  of  by  being 
buried  in  the  Council's  tip. 

SHOPS,  STALLS  & VEHICLES 

The  Council  have  now  adopted  food  handling  byelaws 
and  it  is  anticipated  that,  with  the  aid  of  these  and  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  which  are  to  come  into  force  in 
1956,  improvements  in  the  standard  of  handling  food  stuffs 
will  be  achieved. 

FOOD  PREPARATION  PREMISES 

There  are  three  shops  in  the  area  carrying  on  the 
trade  of  fish  frying  and  four  Butchers  make  sausages,  pies 
or  potted  meat.  Conditions  were  generally  found  to  be 
good. 

ICE-CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT) 

There  is  only  one  producer  of  Ice-cream  in  the 
district  and  clean  conditions  have  been  found  each  time 
a visit  was  made.  Two  samples  were  taken  during  the 
summer  and  both  proved  satisfactory  upon  analysis. 

All  other  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  Ice- 
cream deal  in  pre-packed  varieties. 

FOOD  POISONING- 

No  outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning  have  occurred  in  the 
area-  during  the  year.  During  the  year  the  Council 
adopted  byelaws  for  securing  Sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions 
in  connection  with  the  handling  and  wrapping  and  delivery 
of  food. 

SHELL  FISH  REGULATIONS 

No  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year. 

BAKEHOUSES 

There  are  three  bakehouses  in  the  district  and  clean 
conditions  are  maintained. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


There  are  no  designated  offensive  trades  in  the 

area. 

FACTORIES  ACTS.  1937  and  1948 

There  are  28  factories  in  the  district  which  come 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  8 of  the  Factories  Act,  1937* 
Most  of  the  factories  were  inspected  during  the  year. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES

Private  individ.  supplies 


The  long  spell  of  dry  weather  during  the  summer  and 
autumn  drastically  reduced  the  output  of  all  springs  in  the 
district  and  in  order  to  maintain  supplies  to  Kirkbymoorside, 
Great  Edstone,  Keldholme  and  Kirby  Mills  it  was  necessary  to 
purchase  some  4> 94-6,000  gallons  of  water  from  the  Ryedale 
Joint  Water  Board  by  way  of  their  reservoir  at  Low  Park  Farm. 

Ample  supplies  were  maintained  at  Gillamoor  and  Fadmoor 
from  the  Bransdale  springs,  at  Hutton-le-Hole  from  the 
Farndale  West  Springs  and  at  Farndale  East  from  the  springs 
at  that  side  of  the  dale. 

The  supply  to  Low  Mills  was  maintained  but  Keysbeck  and 
Kneysbeck  farms  had  only  sporadic  supplies  towards  the  end 
of  the  drought. 

Supplies  to  App le ton-le-Mo or s,  Spaunton  & Lastingham 
were  sufficient  but  it  was  necessary  at  times  to  use  the 
Red  Spring. 

The  drought  caused  much  extra  work  for  my  department 
especially  in  relation  to  the  farms  and  cottages  at  Rudland 
and  to  the  Applet on-le_Moors  Joint  Supply.  It  was 
essential  that  all  bursts  should  be  found  and  repaired  as 
soon  as  possibl©. 
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The  drought  so  reduced  supplies  from  Bransdale  and 
Farndale  West  that  at  one  time  only  29,000  gallons  per  day 
were  entering  Cockpit  Reservoir.  It  is  obvious,  therefore, 
that  the  supply  from  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board  was  greatly 
appreciated  and  obviated  the  need  to  pump  water  of  unknown 
bacterial  content  from  streams. 

During  the  year  131  samples  were  -taken  for  bacterial 
analysis  and  of  these  107  were  completely  free  from 
contamination.  10  showed  slight  contamination  and  14 
showed  fairly  substantial  contamination. 

Nine  of  the  latter  were  found  to  follow  heavy  rain  and 
in  order  to  combat  this  it  is  now  the  practice  to  set  in 
motion  the  chlorinators  as  soon  as  heavy  rain  has  fallen. 

The  remaining  5 were  from  private  supplies  which  have  now 
been  improved  or  are  to  apply  for  connections  to  the  Council’s 
mains. 


Steady  progress  was  maintained  in  the  erection  of 
indicator  posts  and  plates  where  none  existed  previously. 

The  erection  of  these  posts  proved  worthwhile  during  the 
early  part  of  the  year  when  the  valves,  although  hidden  by 
snow,  had  to  be  closed  to  repair  many  bursts  or  defective 
stop  taps. 

The  repairs  to  water  mains,  services,  fittings  etc. 
are  carried  out  by  local  tradesmen  but  I would  again  point 
out  the  desirability  of  employing  a water  bailiff  to  carry 
out  this  work.  It  is  becoming  more  difficult  to  carry  out 
the  servicing  of  the  water  mains  and  fittings  with  the  staff 
available  whereas  it  is  essential  that  adequate  supervision 
be  given  to  all  aspects  of  the  work  so  that  a satisfactory 
supply  is  maintained  with  a longer  working  life  of  the 
Water  works. 


During  the  year,  meters  were  fitted' on  the  mains  at 
Muscoates,  Ness  and  Moor  Lane  and  where  possible  all  connections 
at  Ness  were  transferred  from  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board’s 
6"  main  to  the  Council’s  3"  main.  Other  connections  still 
on  the  6"  main  are  metered  individually. 

EXTENSIONS  TO  WATER  MAINS 

The  only  mains  extensions  carried  out  during  the  year 
were  at  Station  Road,  Nawton,  and  Ryedale  Crescent, 

Kirk bymoor si de . 

Small  bore  pipes  were  laid  at  these  sites  to  afford 
supplies  to  new  Council  Houses. 

BYELAWS 

During  the  Year  the  Council  adopted  byelaws  for 
preventing  waste,  undue  consumption,  misuse  or  contamination 
of  water. 

ADMINISTRATION 


The  administration  of  the  water  supplies  owned  by 
this  Council  together  with  those  jointly  owned  by  the 
Kirkbymoor side  and  Helmsley  Rural  District  Councils  is  the 
responsibility  of  my  Department.  This  scheme  which  was 
reorganised  some  time  ago  and  is  augmented  by  the  Ryedale 
Joint  Water  Board  has  given  satisfaction  throughout  the  year. 
Considerable  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  preventing 
waste  in  the  Ex_R.A.F.  Station,  Wombleton  due  to  the  services 
being  of  black  iron. 
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During  the  period  under  review  97  visits  were  made 
to  the  Joint  Schemes. 

DRAINAGE , SEWERAGE  & SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  sewage  works  at  Kirby  Mills  were  regularly 
maintained  during  1955  but  the  Council's  attention  must 
again  be  drawn  to  the  most  unsatisfactory  condition  of 
these  works  which  cannot  cope  with  the  present-day  flow. 

JOINT  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  SCHEME 


The  sewage  disposal  plant  at  Wombleton  which  serves  the 
parishes  of  Nawton,  Beadlam  and  Harome  is  administered  by  the 
Department  under  a joint  Committee  of  the  Kirkbymoorside 
and  Helmsley  Rural  District  Councils. 

During  the  year  regular  maintenance  was  carried  out 
to  the  works  and  it  is  expected  that  the  scheme  will  be. 
completed  during  the  coming  year  by  the  sewering  of 
Wombleton  and  the  erection  of  an  ejector  station.-  Once 
this  has  been  completed  it  would  only  be  necessary  to  re- 
connect all  existing  drains  from  the  old  sewers  to  the 
new  ones. 

DRAINAGE 

All  new  drainage  works  are  inspected,  by  this 
Department  and  tested  hydraulically;  and  advice  is  given  on 
drainage  layouts.  Maintenance  work  is  carried,  out 
constantly  to  Council-owned  septic  tanks  and  to  open  sewage 
ditches.  In  addition,  cleaning  of  choked  d.rains  and. 
sewers  has  been  carried  out  when  necessary. 

Under  guidance  from  this  Department  several  houses 
outside  the  area  of  the  few  disposal  schemes  have  provided 
individual  systems  to  serve  their  needs.  : 

Every  effort  is  made  to  give  assistance  in  the 
emptying  of  septic  tanks  but  owing  to  the  lack  of  equipment 
and  the  necessity  of  keeping  one  man  almost  constantly  on 
water  supplies  a lot  of  this  type  of  work  could,  not  be 
carried  out. 

The  problem  of  sewage  disposal  will  continue  to  take 
up  a good  deal  of  the  Department  *s  time  until  all  the 
villages  are  sewered. 

During  the  year  twelve  conservancy  type  closets  were 
converted  to  W.C.'s  and  fourteen  W.C.'s  were  constructed  in 
new  houses. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  is  under- 
taken in  all  parishes  of  the  Rural  District  with  the 
exception  of  remote  farms.  A 4-' ton  Bedford  Refuse  Collection 
Vehicle  with  a 10  cu.  yd.  capacity  is  employed  for  this 
purpose. 

It  was  possible,  during  the  year,  to  further  improve 
the  service  and  the  position  now  is  that  there  is  a weekly 
collection  at  Kirkbymoorside,  Wombleton,  Nawton  and  Welburn 
with  a fortnightly  collection  in  other  villages.  The 
refuse  from  Farndale  is  collected  monthly. 
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All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  partially-controlled 
tipping  at  two  tips  : one  is  at  Gillamoor  Road,  Kirkby- 
mo  or side,  and  the  other  at  Nawton.  During  the  year  the 
Quarry  at  Kirkdale  Howl  was  approved  as  the  site  for  a 
new  tip  in  place  of  the  one  at  G-illamoor  Road,  Kirkbymoor  side, 
which  is  rapidly  becoming  full. 

Perm! ssionwas  also  given  by  the  owner  to  use  a site  at 
Catter  Bridge  Farm  as  a tip  on  a temporary  basis. 

The  costs  of  Public  Cleansing  during  the  year  was 

£709 . 


PRIVATE  RECHARGEABLE  WORK 

Rechargeable  work  to  the  value  of  £15  was  carried 
out  by  this  Department  during  1955*  This  total  is  again 
only  small  due  to  the  fact  that  a workman  could  rarely  be 
spared  to  do  this  work. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  Public  Conveniences  in  Kirkbymoor side  operated 
satisfactorily  throughout  the  year  and  continue  to  be  a 
great  advantage  to  the  Town.  The  total  receipts  during 
the  37-ear  v/ere  £19:  lit  0. 

The  temporary  conveniences  were  again  erected  in 
Farndale  but  difficulty  was  met  with  in  finding  a site  at 
Church  Houses.  A site  was  eventually  loaned  but  this 
problem  continues  to  be  difficult  as  no  other  accommodation 
is  available  for  the  large  number  of  visitors  who  frequent 
the  dale  at  Daffodil  time. 

SHOPS 

No  statutory  action  has  been  necessary 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


No  action  has  been  found  necessary. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  & POOLS 

There  are  no  public  baths  or  pools  in  the  area. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Joint  Scheme  of  employing  one  Operative  in  conjunc- 
tion with  Helm si ey  Rural  District  Council  continues  to  be 
successful  and  the  obligations  placed  on  the  Council  by 
the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949?  have  been 
carried  out  efficiently. 

All  reported  infestations  have  been  efficiently 
dealt  with  by  the  Rodent  Operative,  using  Wa.rfa.rin,  and 
he  is  continually  on  the  look-out  for  infestations  which 
are  not  being  treated  by  the  occupier  of  the  premises. 

During  the  37-ear  all  the  manholes  to  the  sewers  in 
Kirkbymoorside , Nawton  and  Wombleton  parishes  were  baited. 

107  manholes  in  all  were  baited,  and  all  registered  "no 
takes" . 


In  view  of  this  result  the  Technical  Rodent  Officer 
of  the  Ministry  recommended  that  no  further  baiting  need  be 
carried  out  until  195&.  It  can  safel37-  be  said  that  these 
sewerage  systems  are  free  from  rats. 
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During- the  year  973  properties  were  surveyed  and  95 
treatments  carried  out.  ", 

For  work  carried  out  on  private  premises  a sum  of  approximately 
£92:  1:  11  is  recoverable, 

BUILDING  PLANS 

The  Council  adopted  new  Building  Byelaws  during  1955 
and  these  are  now  in  force.
